Weeds- 


Every thing has its use, even 'weeds gen- 


erally so much despised and hated by 
Farmers. 
They furnish a condiment for 


cattle, necessary to their comfort and health, 
! It is estimated by some writers that what 
1 is called smart weed that grows so gener- 
ally in the road and around farm houses ia 
worth to a farmer if properly cured five 
dollars per hundred pounds for his stock. 
May weeds, wild wormwood, and in fact 
almost every species of weeds, or bushes 
are sought for and eaten with avidity by 
cattlejjand sheep in the winter season, 
In 


mowing I have always made it a practice 
to cast all bushes, briars, weeds &c., that 
grow under the walls, and rake them in the 
hay. 
Besides being the most beneficial it 


is the cheapest and readiest mode to remove 
them from the land. I also have been in 
the habit of mowing weeda about . the yard 
and throwing them into the barn. 
For 


eighteen years past, I have been ia the 
habit of wintering from two to four hundred 
sheep and from five to fifteen cows. My 
loss ot sheep during that time has seldom 
exceeded one per cent per annum and 
dur- 


ing the whole period I never lost but one 
cow and that one was killed by accident in 


i an out pasture a distance from home. I con- 
sidered that their health is most promoted 
by a change of provender and by fiaving ac- 
cess during the winter to dried weeds, such, 
as farmers generally spend time in remov- 
ing from their hay. 
Even thistles and 


docks are often eaten with avidity by cattle 
in the winter season. Many fine cows are 
lost at the season of calving. This is pro- 
Ibably often caused by badly ventilated

The particulars of his funeral, 


which was solemnized on the 8th inst., we 
glean from the Albany correspondence of the 
New York Tribune- 


During the morning large numbers of 


people visited the Capitol for a farewell 
look at the remains of the deceased states- 
man. Great disappointment ensued when 
it was known that, '.;y request of the rela- 
tives of Mr. Marcy, the coffin would not b» 
opened. 


The buildings along Broadway and State i 


street were universally decked with mourn- 
ing ; a magnificent spectacle, being present- 
ed by the draping together of blac't and 
white cloths. Immense throngs of visitors 
from all parts of the State, also contributed 
to render the ceremonies more imposing. — 
The bells were tolled throughout the day. 
Minute guns were discharged during the ob- 
servances at the Capitol. 


In the procession, which was formed after 


the funeral services had been discharged, 
the military and civic orders were alike 
profusely represented. 
The hearse, drawn 


by four white horses, was surrounded by the 
Burgesses Corps, without arms, as a guard 
of honor. Upon the silver plate of the cof- 
fin was engnucd the following inscription : 


WILLIAM L. MAItCY, 


Diiii) JULY 4'nc, 1857, 


A^cd 70 years, 6 months and 22 days.

HKIDKLBKKG, November, 1806'. 


MY DKAK,,,/,,:—We were absent 


on a little trip when your letter-of Septem- 
ber, reached Heidelberg; so that it did not 
come into our hands until a fcw days ago. 


* * "s letter which accompanies this, will 
tell you something of the trip, except o' 
what Idid, in tins week we were separated' 
In th»t time, I went over into the Haarhl 
mountains, and the northern portion of the 
Vosges—pedestrainized a little, and visited 
Trifels,—the 
famous 
old castle, where 


Richard Comr He Lion was confined on his 
Tctimi from Palastine, and where his minis- 
trel came and discovered his whereabouts, 
by singing under his \\ indow. 


Unhappily for the beautiful legend, thc 


king's dungeon, which is still to be seen 
here, furs no window. Apart from its his- 
torical interest, Triftts well repays a visit, 
lying as it docs, away from the great 
thorough-fares, amon;.- the wild hills of the 
Vosges, whose steep conical summits sur- 
round it in every direction, like a perfect 
sea of mountains. At the foot of the 
Trif- 


els, I spoilt one night in the little village of 
Annweiler—once a free city of the Empire, 
though it does not look much like it now,— 
then walked back over the hills to Landau, 
took the cars, and went completely through 
the JIaardt, and to the very borders of 
France, at SaarbiucJien, where I spent the 
second night. 
The third day brought me to 


Trier, or Traes, the great object of my 
trip,—a town which claims to be 1300 years 
older than Borne. Whether this is so not, 
we know that it was the great city of north- 
ern Europe, when it all belonged to the 
Romans—and there still remains the ruins 
of an ampithcatre, the fragments of a palace 
some monuments, a great gateway, £c, of 
unquestionable Roman architecture, among 
which, I spent two days very pleasantly. 


Then going down the Moselle, to its 


junction with the Rhine, I joined * * * * at 
Godcsberg. These details will hardly give 
you much idea of our travels, except to let 
you know where we have been ; but if we 
onee begin to describe at length, or send 
you ajournal, the task would be endless.— 
We both keep a journal, and try to mention 
in it, all that is most worth describing, but 
I am constantly discouraged by its utter in- 
aduquacy to represent, even to myself.all that 
I feel we are daily learning in a thousand 
ways, from this residence abroad. Not that 
I think you would find us wonderfully 
ehanged, or become exceeding wise or learn- 
ed, by our travels; but only that we see 
every day, something which teaches us a 
new lesson, or varies our apprehension of 
the old, in a manner, that whole reams of 
paper would not explain. You will under- 
stand therefore, how idle it secms,to attempt 
putting these things into a letter j and as 
for descriptions of this, and that city, river, 
or ruin, we can tell you far better about a 
which you wish to hear of, when we are to 
gether again; and you will probably b 
tired to death of Europe, before we ge 
through talking. You would bejsurprised.t 
find, what an universal interest, the Amer 
ican Election creates among the thinking 
men of Europe; and how anxiously the1 


are all awaiting the result. 
Some of them 


never seem to weary asking about our in- 
stitutions, and every thing which concern, 
social and political life in the United States 
but it is sadly evident, that our country is 
not, what once she was among the liberals 
ofEurope. 
Various causes, (chief among 


which is the devlopmcnt of the system,'an 
institution of S.'avery,} have contributed, to 
degrade her rank, in their estimation, be- 
yond what you can possibly concieve. The 
only consolation, r.nd a poor one at that, i, 
that the well informed begin to make a just 
discrimination between different sections 
and when I am known to be an American 
the first question invariably is—from wha 
state ? North, or South ? The bug-bear o 
sectionalism would soon cease to terrify 
some of our good, quiet, timorous, conserva- 
tive men, if they could be here to learn 
that a sectional division is our only safe- 
guard as Northern men, against the scorn 
of the civilized world. The hardest thin 
to make them understand, however, is tho 
acquiescence of the north. "What! they 
say, you have only to vote, to check tin! 
spreading evil! this stupendous wrong 
which even here would be checked, if ncet 
be, with the sword at the expencc of on: 
best blood, and yet you refuse to do it."— 
Well might Mr. Jefferson say, in his re- 
flections upon this infernal system of Slav- 
ery—'-'Indeed I tremble for my country) 
when I reflect that God is just; that his 
justice cannst sleep forever" and that iu a 
contest on the part of the slave for his free- 
dom, "the Almighty has no attribute, which 
can take sides with us,in such a contest." 
The men of intelligence here, with whom I 
have conversed upon this subject, point to 
the superiority of the north, in every re- 
spect ; and stare at me in perfect amaze- 
ment ! when I tell them—what I have al- 
ways said, and still unwillingly believe, 
tint Fremont mould not be elected. By 
this time I suppose you know thc result.— 
I wish I could hope otherwise, but I cannot 
Nothing will disappoint me, except a demo- 
cratic majority in the House, which will 
give them the entire control of the Govern- 
ment. 
I did not. think this possible, till the 


last news, but if it is KO,_God )it>l|, the 
country! lor she has refused to help her- 
self. 


Since our last return to 1 Tcidclhcrg, we 


have resumed a very quiet life. 
The weath- 


er is damp and cold, affording but little 


temptation to go abroad, and ,,, ,'s in- 
disposition has contributed to keep us Iwth 
at liomc. I have free access to thc fine 
University Library, and am at no loss force- 
'cupation. 
I have been reading a little civil 


law, hut more of 1 Cistory, which here, has 
an interest, a vitality, a meaning, that I nev- 
er preceircd in it before. 
This is especially 


the case, with thc history of the middle ages 
and the fifteenth to the sevententh centu- 
ries, when the modern world was slowly 
forming out of chaos, in the verv scenes 
with which we are now familiar. 
The old 


German Empire, a vague, confused mass, 
as it always used to appear, in reading his- 
tory, becomes a perfect mine, when studied 
here among its ruins. The language itself 
occupies of course, not a little time. I have 
attained some fluency in reading Germain 
but my progress in speaking it, is very slow; 
one of the greatest obstacles being the read- 
iness with which almost all well educated 
people here speak French and English.— 
But as a language, in its copiousness, its ver- 


I satility, its wonderful ductility and power of 


combination, the German is great, a perfect 
science in itself. I hope we shall hear from 
you all more frequently 'than we have as 
yet.
